 Proctor responsibilities:  Contest Proctors serve as representatives of the Superintendent and 
Assistant Superintendent.  Their primary responsibility is to oversee one or more groups of 
contestants, ensuring that their participation in the contest flows smoothly.  Proctors should 
be present at the pre-contest meeting held prior to the start of the contest for introductions 
and instructions. 

 Proctors serve as the primary point of contact for contestants who need assistance during the 
contest.  As you can see, this assistance is vital to ensuring the integrity of the contest.  The 
pre-contest meeting begins at 7:30 am on Friday, November 5, 2004, with the official contest 
start scheduled at 8:30 am.  The contest will end around 1:30 pm.
